to which the best troops are sometimes 
liable, it was the threat of a blockade of 
the gulf of Peohili, and a stoppage of 
the «applies on which the oapital de- 
pends, that induced her to make peace, 
We reonll this historical fact aa we 
recall the corruption of officials, the

THE “ NEPAUL”—“ WAN-NIEN-CHING ” 
COLLISION CASE. 
TueRe is not much to be said on the 
faote, as these are related in the Jadg- 
ment, of the action by the owners and 
others concerned in the transport Wan- 
nien-ching against the British steamship 
Nepaul, belonging to the Ponisular and 
Orioutal Steam Navigation Company, 
The case virtually resolved into the 
questions whether the Nepaul should 
have been running at all that morning, 
when the weather was hozy,and whether 
there was contributory uegligence on 
the part of those on board the traus- 
port, after they had heard the whistle of 
the Nepaul. ‘Tbe history of the disaster 
lias been fully told in the Conrt, and 
there is therefore no occasion for us to 
recapitulate it, Tho Assessors who sat 
with the Chief Justice, “although doubt 
fal as to whether the Nepaut should have 
weighed anchor at all when she did do 
80, were olearly of opinion that, cou. 
sidering the state of tho weather, and 
the narrow seas sho was moving in, 
where she might reasonably be expected 
to fall in with atenmors and sniling 
vessels, bth at auchor, and under 
weigh, was proceeding at an undue

thore had been carelessness on the 
part of the Wannioneching, which 
had greatly contributed to the disaster, 
would havo lessened the responsibility 
of the Nepaul, and evidence of thi 
was either wanting or insuficient, 
Considering the closeness of the two 
ships to each other when the light 
of the Wanenien-ching was first seen, 
and the speed at which the Nepaul was 
going, it is, to say the least, extremely 
doubtful if the most perfect manage- 
mont of the latter steamer could have 
averted the collis had a bell been 
sounded or a danger signal used. ‘The 
Assessors advised, and the Chief Justice, 
agreed with thom, that the reversal of 
the helm, from bard-aport to hard-a- 
starboad was an error in jadgment on 
the part of those in charge of the 
Nepaul, and direotly caused the collision. 

Tt is uot our ‘intention to blame 
thosewho navigated the Nepaul. At 
the worst the pilot cau ouly be charged 
with errors in judgment such as the 
most skilfal aud experienced are liable 
to in o crisis. We believe that th 
pilot, during the years which be bi 
served the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company, bad never until this collision 
met with an accident and has not, 
in words that are attributed to him, 
ever cost the Company five cents 
through his misadventure or mistake. 
Captain Alderton’s position as a com- 
mander in the P. & O. Company is 
sufficient guarautes for bis competence, 










































But notwithstanding the skill and 
experience of these men a very serious 
accident has ocourred through which a 
vessel and some lives have been sacri- 
ficed. The truth is that this accident is 
mainly attributable to the desire to 
make good passages. ‘Those of most 
shipwrecks of steamers which occur 
on this coast arise from the same cause 
which brought about the sinking of this 
Chinese transport. Steamers are rau 
in thick weather when they should be 
lying iu fe anchorage, aud if the 
evidence given in the course of thi 

trial, as to the local and treacherous 
character of the fog or haze which 
so frequently occurs on the const of 
China, leads to more carefully cou- 
jered aud cauti structions being 
given to commanders of steamers, one 
good result will have followed from 
this Judgment. We are not by any 
means sauguive that anything will be 
done by owners, who have very likely 
already given stringent instructions to 
the commanders and offivers of their 
steamers, in which they are told not 
to do the very thing, which, when 
an accident happens, it (urns out they 
je done, What with competition, and 
Ue di jain the character of 
their stenmers for making good or fast 
passages, the instructions not to steam 
foggy or thick weather, when they 
exist, are too often a practically set 
aside when the captain or pilot thinks he 
oan risk going ov, It is said that enp- 
tains of coast steamers know that they 
may lose theic commands, if through 
their caution in adhering to what we 
may call the ironical instructions, 
they make longer passages than rival 
steamers whose commanders have run 
safely through thiok weather. It would 
surely be possible for owners to put 
an end to this stato of things, and 
if they will not do go voluntarily Ube 
urance offices might in their own ine 
terest quicken them into action,» Aud 
if Chinese owned steamers are sailed 
under other Regulations and Jaws than 
foreign steamers are, we should say

A Corresponvenr of the Times con=

The 
French missionaries claimed exemption 
for their fucks from all local jurisdio- 
tion and taxation, and sought, at one 
poriod with some success, to place them 
under French protection, aud these 
pretensions were the principal cause 
of their unpopularity.” ‘The proposi- 
tion that converts aro still Chinese 
subjects, owing their duty to their own 
wathor and to no one else, was 
evunoiated by the Viceroy of Canton 
in his pungent reply to the French 
Consul, Aud it is said by the Cor- 
respondent to have been proclaimed 
thronghout the Ewpire, 80 that “now 
ignorant or timid officials kuow that 
they will be supported by the authoriti 
in Peking in repudiating the claims of 
Roman Catholic Missionaries to with 
draw converts from the jarisdiotion of 
the native tribunals,” “And they also 
know that they are required by Im. 
porial Deoreo to exercise their authority 
their protection, 

As a return for the liberal spirit 
shown by the Chinese Government, 
the Correrpondent says that it would 
be well if the heads of the 
home warned their missionaries out bore 
that Ch: 
through a critical time, during which 
they cannot exercise too much care in 
voiding @ oollision either with the 
officials or with the people. A missionary 
ho goes on, must be expected to defond 
rights like other men; but there 
are times when it is wise for a man to 
suffer a temporary injustice in silence,

Rules of Procedure to be obserced at Public 
Meetings of Ratepayers convened under 
the provisions of the Land Regulations

_ 1.—Every Ratepayer attending a Meet 
ing shall, before entering the Meeting room, 
register his name and the number of prox: 
ies for absent Landowners held by him, 
and each yoter when so registering, shall 
receive a ticket certifying the number of 
votes to which he is entitled, 
2,—When a Public Meeting of Ratupay- 
ers shall have been assembled, a’ Chairman 
of the Meeting shall be elected by the Rates 
payers present. 
-After the Chair has been taken, the 
Meeting shall proceed to the election of 
Secretary. 
4.—The Chairman shall then read the 
notice convening the Meeting, and the 
business of the Mating shall be proceeded 
with in the order mentioned in the notice, 
but this order may be varied by the votes 
of a majority of the members present at any 
Meeting. 
5.—No proposition or question shall be 
admitted for consideration at a Meeting, 
unless it arises directly out of any subject 
actually under discussion, and which’ has 
been mentioned in the notice convening tho 
Meeting ; or unless a written memorandum 
of such proposition or question shall have 
been lodged with the Secretary of the Coun- 
cil three days before the date for which tho 
Meeting has been convened. In the latter 
ease, a copy of such memorandum shall be 
published by the Council in the North-China 
Daily News on the days before and of the 
Meeting. 
6,—Hvery resclution or amendment niust 
be in writing, and signed by the mover and 
scconder, before it can be put from the 
air, and no subject shall be considered 
as duly before the Meeting unless it be put 
from the Chair. 
7.—The mode of procedure with regard 
toamendments shall be as follows :—Any 
number of amendments to a resolution may 
be moved and seconded, after which, the 
Chairman shall put the question for and 
against, beginning with the amendment last 
proposed, until some one of the amend- 
ments be carried or all be rejected, ‘The 
rejection of any amendment shall not im- 
port the passing of any preceding oue, but 
Each amendment shall thon in its tum be 
put to the Meeting. In the evont of all 
the amendments being rejected, the original 
resolution shall then be put. 
8.—In the case of the Budget ; should 
any amendment be brought forward affect- 
ing a portion of the Budget only, then 
such amendment, with any other amend- 
ments relating to the same portion of 
the subject, shall be considered and de- 
cided on before other portions of the Budget 
are discussed. After all amendments relat- 
ing to portions of the Budget have been 
decided on, should any of them have beon 
carried, the Budget as amended shall be 
put to the Meeting. 
9.—Upon a divison being called for, the 
Secretary shall read the list of Ratepayers 
registered at the Meeting, and each voter 
present shall as his name is read, declare 
whether he votes in the afiirmative or 
negative, and the number of votes which 
he casts. When the number of votes on 
each side are equal, the Chairman shall 
have a second or casting vote. The result, 
of the division shall be declared by the 
Chairman, whose decision shall be final, 
unless a scrutiny shall be at once called for.

The Council have to congratulate the 
ratepayers on the very satisfactory charac- 
ter of the financial statement which they 
now have to submit. The Budget prepared 
by our predecessors was conservative, in 
so far that their estimates were founded 
on the ascertained results of the pre- 
vious year, but we are now in a posi- 
tion te record a considerab'e increase in 
our income for the past year, fur which 
the estimated income was Tls. 344,500, 
while the actual receipts amounted to 
Tis. 378,100, thus leaving a surplus of 
Tis, 33,600.’ ‘The expenditure esti- 
mated at Tis. 343,700, and has amounted 
to Ts. 354,000, or an increase of Ts. 10,300, 
the not gain on the year over the estimates 
being Tis 23,800. “Amongst the items to 
vhich the surplus. is principally, due ave 
ues on goods, which have produced Tl 
10,500 more than estimated, the aver 
monthly receipts, amounting'to about ‘Tis. 

3,000, 
but i 1 he in your recollex n that at the 
last annual meeting the Cha vi the 
Council stated that there was very youd 
reason to expect that there would be a 
considerable increase over the estimate. 
Licence fees show an excess of about Th 
40,000, one half of which is due to ji 
sha and wheelbarrow licenses, and it night 
bo as well if moans could be devised to 
limit a further increase in the jinriesha 
fees, as there are now about as many of 
these vehicles plying for hire as our streets 
can conveniently accommodate. Other 
wise the increase of income from these 
sources is an indication of the growing pros- 
perity of the native portion of the com- 
imunity.

recommendations attached thereto, be ap- 
proved and adopted. 

Mr. A. G. Woop—In submitting this 
resolution which deals with an estimated 
income of Tis. 388,400, including the ba- 
lance of Tis. 23,300, and an expenditure 
of alike sum, say Tis. 388, 
make the following remarks :—Dealing first 
with the Sinking fund, we propose to pay 
into it Tis, 34,500, which, with the balance 
brought forward, ‘will bring it up to Tis. 
42,000—out of it we arrange for the, pay- 





ment of the loan of 1878 for Tis. 
the last of the loans bearing the high rate 
of interest of 8 per cent. There will then 
be left a balance of Tis. 18,000 to the 
credit of the fund, which we trust will be 
devoted, with any'additions which can be 
made to it, to the liquidation of the large 
oan of 1882 for Ms. 60,000, including 
which the liability of the Municipality in 
the form of loans still amounts to Tis, 
150,000, not of itself, perhaps, a large in- 
debtedness in comparison with our re- 
sources, but I think it is a desirable if not 
essential part of our scheme of finance that 
the debts should be liquidated as quickly 
as opportunity offers, and thus free our- 
selves from encumbrance, and better enable 
us to meet the contingencies of the future. 
As a basis for the estimates of the Revenue 
for the year we have taken the figures 
produced last year ; indeed, our estimates 
of the receipts from the land tax, foreign 
and native house tax, and licence fees, are 
what these items produced last year ; it is 
possible, in fact, we hope, that the results 
will prove that our estimates are well with- 
in the mark, for the income of the various 
taxes now referred to shows a tendency to 
expand. We cannot expect that the in- 
crease will be on the same large scale as 
last year, for we find in comparing the 
figures that the increase was much larger 
for the first_half of 1886 as compared with 
the like period of 1885, than it was for the 
relative second halves of those years, and 
it is well to bear in mind that we have 
only recently emerged from one of those 
riods of depression, of which there has 
Been rather frequent recurrence of lateyears: 
but I am pleased to say that now we have 
only the more agreeable feature to_con- 
template of a steadily growing income. Dues 
‘on goods we also estimate to produce as 
much as last year, or say Tis. 46,600 or 
about Tis. 4,000 2 month, exclusive of the 
‘Tao-t’ai's commutation of Tis. 10,200, this 
amounts to only about one eighth of the 
Tis. 365,000, which we expect to raise this 
rear from ali sources, and cannot therefore 
Be considered as a heavy proportion to fall 
onthe trade of the place. The expenditure 
of the year we estimate, as I have already 
|, at Ts. 388,000, including provision 
for the payment of the loan of 1878 
for Tls. 24,000, and carrying Tis. 34,500 to 
thesinkingfund—leaving an expenditure for 
‘other purposes of Tis. 330,000 as compared 
with Tls. 323,000 last year. We findit neces- 
sary to make an increase of Tls. 6,000 in the

allow ‘Tis. 1,000 more, our actual expen: 
diture on this account last year amounting 
to Tis. 9,000. Lighting by electricity and 
wwe leave. at same figures as last year, 
in the Works department, as you’ will 
observe, alarge proportion of the proposed 
uta is for work to bedone in the Hong- 
kew Settlement, including the completion 
of the bunding of the Hongkew Creek in 
the Fearon. and drainage in the Chapoo 
and Tiendong Roads, also of the Seward 
Road as far as the Kungping Road and other 
connections down to the river. The drainage 
of this part of the Hongkew Settlement 
will then be completed, and no further out- 
lay on this score will be required until 
further extensions of the Seward and ad- 
joining roads are undertaken, excepting 
for making up the Seward Road which wil 
be proceeded with as we are able to. In 
this Settlement we are not proposing any 
works ofimportance,andfurtherexpenditure 
is only likely to be for theimprovement and 
extension of the roads. We do not make 
any special appropriation for the possible 
cost of land bought for the purposes of 
widening streets in the Settlements, nor 
do we propose to apply for a special credit 
for that purpose, as we trust to meet any 
demands on account out of the Revenue 
for the year. We have made allowance for 
four new bridges, including a new one across 
the Yang-tsze-poo creek, and one to rep'ace 
the present Skew Bridge on the Bubbling 
Well Road. There is an increase of T'ls. 
of Cemeteries to 
vide for raising another section of the 

Yemetery, new bunding on the Cemetery 
Road and necessary repairs in the Pootung 
Cemetery. ‘The charges in the stud de- 
partment are increased by about Tls. 1,000 
‘on accountof hire of animals requiredfor the 
Works and Nuisance departments, and in 
stock and stores there is an increase of Ts. 
2,000 to provide for the amount required for 
the Volunteer force, a possible payment to 
the Recreation Fundon account of theTown: 
Band, and small additions to public works, 
cost of drain pipes &c , while the sum of 
Tis 10,000 has as usual been written off 
for depreciation. This is all I have to say 
in connection with the Budget, but before 
concluding 1 would beg to draw your at- 
tention to another mat which is that the 
Jubilee of the Queen of England is being 
celebrated this year, and that it is possible 
that Shanghai may be honoured by tho visit 
of so distinguished a person as the Prince 
Ch’un, and I am sure that it is the wish of 
the community that both occurrences 
should be observed in a manner betitting 
Shanghai. I therefore think 1 have only 
toask, to obtain your sanction to any steps 
the Council may deem it expedient to take, 
either of their own initiative, or in res- 
ponse to any invitations addressed to them, 
to provide for the appropriate celebration 
of theve important events, Applause.) 
Mr. Bresen seconded the resolution. 
The Cuatruay—Gentlemen you heard 
the resolution read and— 

Mr. C. Tuorxz—Mr. Chairman I think 
that this is about the time that I had 
better propose as an amendment resolution 
number X. It 

Resolution X.—That the sum of One 
‘Thousand Taels Shanghai Syceebe inscribed 
in the Budget for the year 1887 as a dona- 
tion in aid of the funds of the French Refuge 
for orphan, destitute and frendles girls of 
Foreign or Mixed parentage. 

You are aware that we voted the grant 
for this purpose last year and we are 
assured that the money so voted has done 

















an immense amount of good. In the 


Orphanage there are 121 inmates, and 


of these 67 were educated and maintain: 
ed peo, 16 were Europeans and 
the others Eurasians. There were 15 
who paid from two to six dollars, eleven 
who paid ten; and 28 under 10 years 
and who paid nothing: One git! has 
been married from the institution and 
one is about to be married. No doubt 
it is a pity that we have not an institu: 
tion of our own where we could take 
these waifs and strays in, but until we 
have one we are indebted to the kind 
Sisters who undertake the education amd 
maintenance of these girls, who would 
otherwise have to knock about the Settle: 
ment, and probably lead lives which many 
of us would be ashamed to see them do. 
It would be much better if we were able to 
establish an institution of our own where 
they could be taken care of and brought 
up Protestants instead of Roman Catholics. 
We hope one may be established during this, 
year, and that the ladies in their endeavour 
to establish such an institution will be 
assisted by the subscriptions of those around. 
us I take this opportunity meantime of 
proposing with much pleasure that this 
amount be granted to the French Refuge, 


Applause.) 

. R, W. Lirrir—I have very great 
pleasure in seconding Mr. Thorne’s amend 
ment, and I believe that the vigorous and 
stirring speeches on the subject by Dr. 
Jamieson, the proposer, and Mr. Muithead, 
seconder, at last year’s meeting are in the 
memory 'of everyone. It would be im- 
possible for me to add to their words and 
those of the proposer of the amendment 
and Lam sa sure that it will be carried.

Mr. Purpox—According to the Rules of 
rocedure you will take every amendment 
yefore you put one amendinent.. 

Mr. Macteay pointed out that this was 
not so, as would be seen from Rule 8, 
whereupon Mr. Purdon withdrew his point 
of order. 

Mr. S. Dyek—Mr. Chairman, is this not 
the time that I can propose that. this 
amendment be laid on the table? And I “ 
feel that awe are all chiefly English or 
Americans, it seems a disgrace to us that 
we should have to vote a sum of money to 
our French neighbours, to take charge 
of the children of us English and Ameri- 
cans. But I take a higher ground, for we 
Protestants ought to be ashamed to have 
to move this amendment. I am very glad, 
however, that the mover of the amendment, 
said that something would be soon done. 
(Hear hear.) But Mr. Thorne has men- 
tioned nothing to show what becomes of 
thoso children when they leavo this institu. 
tion, and I desire to ask have wo sufficient 
information as to what becomes of those 
children when they leave this institution ; 
whether any large number of them have 
turned out respectable after they left it, 
and if they are better off than they would 
have been if they had not been in the 
Refuge. 

‘Mr. Mactzax—As to that J, think the 
best answer is that we do not find any 
cases of these children coming under tho 
notice of the police, and therefore we aro 
to presume that they are properly cared for, 
and that the money is well spent. 

Rev. Dr. Farsaa—I have, no doubt 
that good hae been done by this institution, 
butt think that the matter should. be left 
until the picture becomes blacker and dark- 
er, when we will be moved tostart a similar 
institution of our own. I would be glad to 



































see the constitution, so remodelled as to 
allow the establishment of not ouly day 


schools for all, but of higher grade 
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‘schools, reformatories and other similar re 
fuges; that is the bounden duty of everyone 
who undertakes government, and if we un- 
dertake to govern this Settlement, it is in- 


cumbent upon us to do all these things that 


‘Gontribute to the welfare of the people. 
(Applause.) If there is no such institution 
4s that of which the gentleman who moved 


the resolution has spoken, I say that there | 


‘ought tobe. (Hear hear.) If we pay this 
‘Tis. 1,000, will we not be satisfying our- 
aelves with something that is far short of 
our duty? Is this a constitutional matter 
to vote this money on, is it a proper thing 
‘to vote iton? Have we a right to vote 
away money in this way? Is it not laid 
down that this money should be voted for 
coctsin things for the good of the com: 
munity in general, I ask you? I hold 
that we have no tight to vote a single 
penny of the money raised by taxation to 
Bie Sisters, ‘This is a benevolent society, 
and I will not go into the history of the 
ease. We have never asked this Muni- 
cipality for anything towards our society, 
and if we had, we probably would not have 
got it, while this thing is foisted upon us 
ear after year, and all of us well disp»sed 
and kind hearted grant it, of course. I do 
not question the right of these gentlemen 
here to grant ten thousand taels apiece if 
they give it out of their own money, but I 
juestion the right to vote away the money of 
the ratepayers in this manner, and give to 
Presbyterian, Methodist, Episcopalian, or 
any other Protestant, or Roman Catholic 
Society carrying on Christian or charitable 
works, one penny of our money. I have 
no objection to give them this, but I 
wy let us all in like circumstances re- 
ceive the same amount. In India and 
other place schools are provided, and 
all those who pass the examinations 
provided, are entitled to a certain amount 
of mmoney, and if they pass those examina- 
tions no one can raise his voice against 
them, But until they do this here, 1 sa 
this thing should be stopped. I am’ afrai 
that going on as we now are doing we are 
ting our taxation. ‘There are certain 
things which we can do, and other things 
which we cannot. We niust act legally, con- 
stitutionally and rightly. I would there- 
fore venture to move that this amendment 
be laid upon the table. 

Mr. Woop said in reply to the gontle- 
man who had just spoken that he thought 
it would be found that the ratepayors had 
already decided that they could dispose of 
thyir money in that way. 

Rev. Mr. Faxxuam asked the Chairman 
to give him decision whether this motion 
was in order. 

Mr. Woop said that would require notice. 

Professor Bosxert—I rise to second 
the Rev. Mr. Farnham’s amendment. 

‘The CuarrMay read the original amend- 
ment and the Rev. Mr. Farnham’s amend- 
ment which he put first to the meeting 
when it was declared lost, their being only 
six hands shown in its favour. 

‘Mr. Tuorxe's amendment was then put 
and declared carried by a large majority. 

Mr. Brit—It now devolves upon me to 
bring before the ratepayers, a matter on 
which the Trustees of the Recreation Fund 
feol that they have a vory just claim upon 
the Municipal funds, aud I think 1 can 
confidently claim the sympathy of all the 
ratepayers, as we are only asking for a fair 
ropayment for heneficially and- successfully 
expended public money. It will be ad- 
mitted, I think, that the Recreation Fund 
has resulted in a great degree to the benefit 
of the public of Shanghai ; without it the 
Cricket ground, the Rowing Club, the 
Theatre, ‘the Museum, the Public Band 
might never have existed, and to the full 
extent of their powers the Trustees have 
assisted recreation whenever they thought 
that, public interests would best be served. 
In the matter of the Public Band, Iam con- 
fident that those connected with it in the 
eld daye of struggle’ for ‘formation and 
existence will admit that to the Recreation 




















Fund were due the first steps to form from 
the old Wind Instrument Society wht has 
now become, I hope, a permanent source 
of pleasure to all ‘inhabitants of this 
place, and that without the fostering in- 
fluence of the Fund the whole thing would 


{have collapsed, the musicians would have 
; been sent back to Manila; and Shanghai 


would have been dependent on most un- 
certain sources for the music for their 
gallant army, their summer evenings, their 
theatre, their balls, and their Race Course. 
The Band was started from the pre- 
viously existing Wind Instrument Society. 
From time to time the Recreation Fund 
advanced money to keep up this Society and 
finally assisted them in consolidating the 
whole thing into a regular Town Band. 
‘The instruments, of course, were mainly 
provided by the old Society, but the Re- 
creation Fund enabled them to get together 
the Bandsmen fully equipped and provided. 
In 1879 the Society made over to the Fund 
the whole of their property in instruments 
music, furniture, uniforms, etc. to cover 
the special amount of Tis. 2,050 which 
had been set aside for the resuscitation 
of the Band on which sum it was under- 
stood that the Society was to pay interest. 
Besides this there had been an amount of 
Tis. 1,500 which had been expended in the 
general running of the Town Band, which 
the Recreation Fund had written off alto- 
gether. This special fund however of 
Tis. 2,050 the Trustees of the Recreation 
Fund felt they were bound in the interests 
of the public to inake every exertion to 
preserve, asthe income of Tis. 160—that. is 
5 percent. per annum—would be of service 
to them in effecting some other little good 
for the community. In 1881 the Comittee 
of the Public Band came to the conclusion 
that the Bnd could not be maintained 
here by such an organization as then existed 
and that to keep the men under proper 
discipline and to ensure the rezular neces 
sary income, it was absolutely essential that 
the Band should be engaged by the Muni- 
cipality, lodged in the Municipal Barracks, 
and kept under regular supervision by Mu- 





nicipal officers. In 1881, then, an arrange- 
ment was made with the Municipal 
Council that the use of instruments, 


music and furniture should be allowed to 
them for what has now become the regular 
Municipal Band for an aunual payment of 
‘Tis. 100, being 5 per cent. on the ls. 2,000 
specially advanced by the Trustees in addi 
tion to the sum of Tls. 1,500 which they 
had written off as having been expended 
for the public benetit in providing music 
during the past few years. The Trustees 
of the Recreation Fund, however, felt that 
they were entitled to hold on to the Tis. 
2,000 which was at that time well repre- 
sented by instruments, furniture, beds for 
the men, uniforms and a valuable library of 
music, and the Band Committee of ‘the 
Council were well satisfied to recommend 
the annual payment for these of Tis. 100, 
with theunderstanding thatshouldthe Band 
become success, the Council would take 
over the whole plant at a fair valuation, 
‘This arrangement, Sir, has been going on 
for five years, and I am glad to say it did 
result in the permanent institution of the 
present Band, which bids fair to afford 
Yeereation for many a long day to all 
the residents of this model settlement. 
It was not possible, of course, that the 
instruments, the uniforms, the furniture, 
that were handed over in 1881 for the 
benefit of the Municipality should be worth 
so much in the -present moment as they 
were then—the bandsmen unfortunately 
are not like the children of Israel whore 
garments did not wax old, and it is very 
possible the instruments and the music 
may toa certain extent have become out of 
date, but at the time that arrangement— 
which was an experimental one—was made, 
it was understood that, if successful, a 
fair amount would be granted as compen- 
ation for the sums the Fund had expend- 
ed in establishing the Band, originally. 














It is true the Municipality has paid 
us Tis. 500 as interest during the last 5 
ears, but I think they might very well 

we granted us the whole of the original 
outlay which has formed the basis of 
the present Band. We do not, however, 
ask for the whole—we admit that there 
is some reason for the Recreation Fund 
—which exists for the public benefit— 
bearing a portion of the expenses, and we 
ask the Municipality to give as back Tls. 
1,000 or one half of the amount specially 
set apart for the Band. The present 
Council did not consider themselves justi- 
fied in offering more than Tis. 750 which 
they thought ‘was as much as the property 
as it exists was worth; but we think ina 
matter of public interest like this, where 
the money is to go back to a useful ;ublic 
institution—we have good grounds for aj 
pealing to you not to cut us down b; 
250 but to give us what we ask on public 
grounds and. sanction the grant to the Re- 
creation Fund of Tis. 1,000. (Applause) 
I will now read— 

Resolution XI.—That the Council be 
authorized to pay to the Recreation Fund 
Trustees the sum of Tls. 1,000 as compen- 
sation for the amounts expended by them 
in the formation of the Public Band and in 
fulfilment of the understanding come to in 
1881, that in event of the Band being suc- 
cessfully launched, a fair amount would be 
granted to the Recreation Fund for the 
instruments, furniture, uniforms, and music 
made over by them to the Municipality. 

Mr. F, D. Busu-I beg to second the 
resolution. 

Mr. Woop—The Council quite accept 
what Mr, Bell has said in reference to the 
Band, and have no particular objection to 
the resolution that he has brought forward. 
We do not know why the agreement made 
between the Council and the Band Com- 
mittee in 1881 was not carried out sooner, 
but on looking through the accounts we 
find that there was some difticulty about 

paying the Band Fund, 
| The Cuarkay then put the amendment 
which was carried without opposition, 

‘The Cuaneax—I think that I might say- 
before sitting down, as the Rev. Dr Farnhany 
more especially addressed himself tv. meas. 
to the legality of the previous amendment,, 
that [am not prepared to give a legal opinion, 
as to it. But I think that the ratepayers, 
have as inuch right to vote a sun of money 
to the Orphanage asthe Band Fund 
(Hear, hear.) If there are no more amend: 
ments, I will put the original resolution, 
Those who are in favour of the original 
resolution as amended, will please hold up 
their hands. 

Carried unanimously. 

Mr. Morrtsos—Mr. Chairman and ge1 
tlemen, I have to propose the next resolu- 
tion on the paper. 

Resolution VIIT,.—That this Meeting 
authorizes the Council to purchase any 
property that may seem to them suit. 
able as a site for a Police Station in place 
of the present station in the Louza District 
and to raise a sum not exceeding Tls, 30,000 
(facls Thirty Thousand) for the purchaso 
of the land, and the erection of the build. 
ing, by the issue of Debentures redeemable 
in not less than five, and not more than 
twenty years, and bearing interest at the 
rate of not over seven per cent, per annum. 

Thave no doubt that almost all the gen- 
tlemen, who have been for some time re~ 
sident in this Settlement know more or less- 
the position of the Louza Station, but L 
think, very few of them have ever visited 
‘The building does not belong to the. Muni- 
cipality, but to the Silk Guild, and has 
been becoming more unsuitable each year. 
It_has been condemned by the Health 
officers, and the Council are only tenants at 
will, which is inconvenient, so they have 
come to the conclusion that they should 
replace it by some more suitable buildings. 
They have therefore determined to ask tho 


Ratepayers for permission to buy & piece. 
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of land for a new Police Station, but 
the exact position of the station has not 
been decided upon, for the Council feel 
that if they leave that matter open they 
will be more likely to receive offers of 
numerous pieces of land, and will be 
more able to consider the ‘relative merits 
of each than if they fixed the exact posi- 
tion in which to place the station. In the 
‘Louza district there are 31 beats, 28 in the 
English Settlement, and 3 in North Louza, 
close to Russell's Filature. These beats 
measure about 45 miles, though of 
course in a good many cases where the 
beats are close together some of the roads 
are measured twice, But the policemen 
out on beat have 45 miles, which they 
have to walk backwards and forwards. 
This requires of course a very large num- 
ber of men and it is impossible that 
the foreign portion of this force can be 
properly housed and attended to_in the 
present station, Something more than the 
exact sum required has been put down so 
that the Council may be able to deal with 
the most suitable offer, and get the best 
piece of land offered to them; but it is 
hoped the total cost will be less than 
the sum asked for. If a good piece of 
land is offered it would be a pity if the 
Council should have to refuse it, for want 
of a little money, for if it increases our 
debt, it will at the same time increase our 
assets, and will not hurt the financial posi- 
tion of the Municipality. I will not detain 
the meeting longer but will merely propose 
the resolution. 

Mr. Macixax seconded the resolution 
which was then put and carried unani- 
mously. 

‘Mr. Woov—The next resolution I have 
to propose is— 

Resolution IX.—That the Council are 
hereby authorized and instructed to prepare 
a report upon the condition ofthe f 
of the Soochow Creek, along with 
of the cost of levelling, regulating, and 
bunding the same, and to enter into cor- 
respondence, and’ negotiations with the 
Jocal authorities and others concerned, for 
the purpose of drawing up plans aud esti- 
mates for the execution of any work which 
may be decided on, as necessary for the 
conservation of the Soochow Creek. 

The Report and Estimates to be sub- 
mitted tothe Ratepayers, either at a meeting 
to be called specially for the purpose, or at 
the next Annual Meeting, and any exponses 
incurred in carrying out the object of these 
instructions to be defrayed out of the Re- 
venue for nt yea 

In proposing this resolution the Council 
are avvare that the condition of the Soochow 
Creek and its foreshores have already fre- 
quently been brought forward at meetings 
of the Ratepayers. In 1872, ‘73, ‘75 and 
1881 discussions took place on this subject 
and though some of the resolutions put 
forward were adopted, they have not result- 
ed in much benelit to the condition of the 
Creek. In 1884 a special Conmnittee on 
the Soochow Creek Bunding was appointed, 
which, besides drawing up an exhaustive 
Report, made a number of suggestions about 
bunding the mouth of the Creek ; on them 
also no action has been taken. And that is 
how matters stand at present. It is possible 
that the steps we now propose taking could 
bo attained without making them the sub- 
ject of a special’ resolution, but we are 
of opinion that, as the enquiries we may 
have to undertake may be of a somewhat 
extensive nature, it is desirable that our 
hands should be strengthened by the adop- 
tion of a resolution such as this present one. 
For present purposes the Soochow Creek 
Within the Settlements may be treated of 
in three sections. First, the section from 
the Defence Creek to the Honan Road 
Bridge. With this section the Municipality 
has hitherto had little to do, as the fore- 
shores are all in private occupation, and it 
is only as regards portions of the North 
Hongkew sido, that any approaches have 






















been made to the Council for bunding and 
road-making—and none of these schemes 
have yet acquired definite shape. The 
second section is comprised between the 
Honan Road and the Garden Bridge, 
and here it appears to us that con 
siderable improvement could be made 
without any great difficulty; indeed we 
have had a plan prepared to show a line 
of bunding on the South side, following 
as nearly as possible the low ‘water line 
and giving a regular and even front 
from the Honan Road Bridge to the Reserve 
Garden. This bunding is to be the same as 
that in front of the Bund—that is an earth- 
ern slope, and faced with rubble—and 
this is estimated to cost about 4,000 taels. 
On the North side, on which is the deep 
water and the strength of the tide, our 
plan provides for a full bunding, similar to 
the new one to the Hongkew Bund, from 
the Honan Road Bridge to the boundary 
of the Wills’ estate and this would cost 
about 30,000 Tls.; but the present half 
bunding will probably be found sufticient 
for a portion of this foreshore, and a full 
bund only along such portion as is re- 
quired for public convenience. ‘The third 
section, from the Garden Bridge to the 
mouth of the Creek, is the one presenting 
the greatest difficulties, and at the moment 
I can do no more than express the hope 
that it may be possible to draw up plans 
which will provide an ample and natural 
channel for the water from the Creek into 
the river, and do away with the mud flats 
which are such an eyesore and a nuisance 
atevery tide. I do not now enter into the 
question of the probable cost of carrying 
out any works which may be recommended, 
as that will have to form part of the report 
which will be laid before you in due course, 





and we are now only asking your consent | 


to the resolution to prepare stich plans and 
estimates. 

Mr. Max Aptex—I bey to second that 
resolution. 

Mr. Warxewntcut—Before you read the 
resolution, it might be convenient if 1 say, 
as to the resolution of which I have given 
notice—it is No. 12—that when I gave 
that notice I was ignorant of any intention 
on the part of the Council to bring 
forward any resolution with regard to the 
Soochow Creek. Owing to some corres- 

ndence which took place between the 

ouncil and myself with reference to the Ball 
and Holtz piece of land on the foreshore, 
I was pledged to bring forward some sort of 
resolution on the subject. But the bri 
forwardof the Council’s resolution looks as 
they were going to enquire into the matter 
generally, and I therefore think it is 
unnecessary for me to bring forward an; 
resolution upon it. At tho same time, 
may say that it appears to me to be a very 
convenient thing that the Council, in whom 
we have the greatest confidence, should 
have power, if they think it expedie 
necessary, tomake any arrangement which 
would admit of some of the foreshore being 
utilized for the benefit of those to 
it belongs, so far as that can be done 
out any public injury. There was a very 
rabid paragraph in this morning's paper, in- 
puting all sorts of motives to the framer 
of my resolution— 

‘Mr. Mornisox—I rise to order. 

‘Mr, Warxewxrcur—I entirely disclaim 
any insidious meaning in framing that 
resolution. But the Council cannot touch 
the foreshore without consulting theowners, 
that is quite clearly meant by the Privy 
Council. As matter stand supposing Mr. 
Ince as an owner wanted to make 
flower garden, the Council could not give 
him leave. However as the Council ate 
going to take the matter in hand them- 
selves, I have nothing more to say. 

Mr. Woop—In drawing up the resolution 
I especially avoided any reference to the 
subject that had been given notice of, and 
I may say that in the reclaiming of the 
whole foreshore and putting it in satis- 












































factory condition, I did not mean to inter- 
fere with tho legal rights of the owners. 

Mr. Bucwaxax—I should like to ask by 
what right the Council allows the Shanghai - 
Rowing Club to occupy a portion of the 
foreshore. I contend that this Club is not 
a public institution, is no more a public 
body than the Shanghai Club, and if a 
man wants to be put up for membershiy 
he has to be proposed and seconded, and 
lucky enough not to be blackballed, has to 
pay an entrance fee. 

‘Mr. Mornisoy said he would like to say 
one word as to the resolution proposed 
by Mr. Wood; this resolution distinctly 
asked the Ratepayers to authorise the 
Council to make certain enquiries, and 
also to incur some slight expense in doing 
80 ; but it refers to the conservation of the 
Soochow Creek and does not refer in any 
degree to the private rights over the fore- 
shore, and theRatepayers would understand 
that even if this resolution be carried un- 
animously, tho resolution which was to have 
been moved by Mr. Wainewright has been 
wholly withdrawn, and that the Council 
would not act upon Mr. Wainewright’s 
proposed resolution. Those who voted on 
Mr. Wood’s resolution should distinctly 
understand that they were not voting on 
the other resolution. 

Mr. WarsewricHtT—I cannot do any- 
thiug more than withdraw it. I have 
already done that.
